FRANKLIN'S GARB. 


Th* PhUneprwr Oftofl TaJtm For a 


Quak.r, Though H« Ws* Not On*. 
Benjamin Franklin was often taken 


for a Quaker, but tlic philosopher did 
not belong to the Society of Friends. 
Frunklln, being a simple citizen of 
Philadelphia, wore clothes of u fashion 
set by the Qnu'*.'rs, a plain gray or 
drab suit. lie r<jullnuod to wear this 
costume \vUlle IK was In Trance. Once 
when his court snlt was not ready he 
appeared In hla 'republican" garb be- 
fore Louis XVI. He became the fash- 
Ion lit France and ludccd In nearly all 
Europe, and It was al one lime the i 
projier thing for young republicans and 
litterateurs to dress a la Franklin. The 
German historian, Schlosser, describing 
Franklin's appearance In tlie French 
ill-awing rooms, speaks of "the simplic- 
ity of his external appearance, 
the 


friendly meekness of ihe old man and 
Ihe apparent humility of the Quaker." 
In truth, the humility ami the meekness 
wero mostly matters of appearance, 
and the Quaker aspect was only an as- 
l>cct. Franklin was lir.iii.^lit up by his j 
parent:; in Boston In I lie Cqn^X'tMtl" 
a) church and was Intended by them 
for (ho ministry. When he went to 
Philadelphia, lie says In his autobiog- 
raphy, lie paid his "annual subscription 
fo the only Presbyterian minister 01 
meeting wo had In Philadelphia." But 
lie distinctly in'ows his disagreement 
with Presbyterian doctrine and later 
was quite as ready to welcome and as 
slst Whilelk'ld, tlie .Methodist, with 
whom he also openly disagree-il. Later 
still, he tooh a pew in an Kpiscopal 
church, hut he was never a commu- 
nicant K[nVcopalian. 
He says much 


about rclifjimi in his autobiography, ex- 
|)lains linw ho became a deist in his 
I'outh, hut abandoned the doctrine be- 
cause It was not useful In making men 
:ood. His own creed he declares to be 
belief in God anil in (he immortality of 
he foul. "Though my scheme was not 
wholly without religion," he writes, 
'there was nu mark of any of the dls- 
ingulshlm; tenets of any particular 
Beet"—Vonth's Companion.

The kings, 
queens ami jacks are delightful studies 
in .Swiss costume, and tlio purchaser 
certainly gets his money's worth, for 
each face, card has two half- figures 
quite unlike. On tlie aces are Swiss 
scenes ami objects of Interest, also two 
to a caul, (he subjocls Including the 
castle of Chillon, the Matterhorn, the 
bridge at Lucerne nml the Lion of Lu- 
cerne."— Inillananolls Star.

Silvering Mirrori. 


Mirrors are usually silvered by coat- 


Ing Hid glass with ainnltfani. Kor this 
purpose a large, iwrfectly flat stone Is 
provided, and upon It Is evenly spread 
a sheet of tin foil without crack or 
daw. This Is covered to the depth of 
one-eighth of an Inch with clean mer- 
cury. The plate of glass, perfectly 
cleaned from ull grease anil Impurity, 
's floated ou to the mercury by sliding, 
so aa to exclude all air bubbles. It Is 
then pressed down by loading It with 
•weights In order to press out all the 
mercury which remains fluid. This Is 
received In a gutter around the stone. 
After about twenty-four hours It Is 
gentiy raised upon Its edge, and In a 


weeks It la rondy to frame.

Ferns dtid Palms. 


Palms should be watered frequently, 


but tint too often, as this will leave the 
soil too wet. and cause tbe roots lo be- 
come sodden and mouldy.

or four hours al a time iu a large tub 
or hath lilled with sufficient water to 
reach half way up the pols. They 
should be lightly aprayed with » Hue 
hose aud the leaves severally cleaned 
with a ipouge and dried with' a. soft 
cloth.

ant one lu cities, Iheimokeaud dust of 
a (own almosphere tending to clidke 
tbe delicate pores of tbe leaves, which 
constitute, iu fact, Ihe lungs uf the 
plant.

baths with water and soap made of fir 
tree oil are undoubtedly successful, a 
lalher made of this soap being sprayed 
all over, each leaf and stem being after- 
ward gone over with a damp sponge so 
lhat every part of Ibe palm receives its 
share of the disinfectant.
